1-17, 19-21, 23-25 and 30 are pending. 
Amendments filed on 02/04/2008 are entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Method of preparing vitamin D compound of Va, Compound of formula XX (claim 8) 
and method of preparing calcipotriol or calcipotriol monohydrate. The species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1. The methods of preparing different vitamin D compounds are 
different. The compound of formula XX as in claim 8 is different from vitamin D compounds.
